On the heels of a survey that raised 
alarm bells among union repre¬ 
sentatives, the province has 
announced new resources aimed 
at keeping up with demand. 

Five paramedics and 12 emer¬ 
gency medical technicians will be 
added to the Edmonton service 
immediately, and 14 more mem¬ 
bers will be added at a later date, 
Health Minister Fred Horne said 
Tuesday. 

The minister said he has looked 
over feedback gathered in a survey 
conducted by the Health Sciences 
Association of Alberta, which pro¬ 
vides union representation to 
Alberta EMS workers, but noted it 
did not factor into the announce¬ 
ment. 


“This has been in the works for 
awhile,” Horne said. “What I will 
say is the survey was useful to me 
as the minister because it really 
gave the frontline perspective of 
the EMS workers — people asked 
to work a lot of overtime, a lot of 
stress reported, high (call) volume.” 

The survey also indicated two- 
thirds of workers were actively 
exploring other career opportuni¬ 
ties, raising fears of staff shortages 
within a system already reporting 
dwindling resources and rising 
wait times. 

Elisabeth Ballermann with the 
HSAA deemed Tuesday’s 
announcement a step in the right 
direction. 

“We still have a lot of work to 
do,” she added. “This is a problem 
we are seeing to some degree 
across the province.”

O Plan is to use iPad to conduct surveys among teens who take trip to ER

University of Alberta re¬ 
searchers want teens who 
end up in the emergency 
room because of their 
drinking to think twice 
about alcohol’s effects. 

Assistant professors Dr. 
Kathiyn Dong and Dr. 
Amanda Newton are pilot¬ 
ing a study into the reasons 
and amounts teenagers 
drink, by way of an iPad 
survey the day after an ER 
visit. 

“Teens will drink but not 
all teens end up in the 
emergency department be¬ 
cause of a consequence re¬ 


lated to drinking,” said 
Newton. 

She said one objective is 
to test if teens trust an iPad 
over a parent, doctor or 
nurse. 

The project is a joint ef¬ 
fort of the pediatrics and 
emergency medicine de¬ 
partments in the U of A’s 
faculty of medicine and 
dentistry. In addition to the 
Stollery Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal’s ER, teens are being 
polled after emergency vis¬ 
its in Halifax and Calgary. 

After answering 13 ques¬ 
tions, teens learn how their

helping fund the study. 

► The survey takes teens 
about three minutes to 
complete, and gives 
respondents feedback on 

drinking frequency and the 
number of beverages con¬ 
sumed compares to that of 
their peers, as well as the 
consequences. 

“The pilot study isn’t 
meant to evaluate whether 


how they rate with peers, 
and the consequences of 
heavy drinking.

The Indian Act, first 
passed in 1876, gave Ot¬ 
tawa exclusive jurisdiction 
over “Indians and Lands 
Reserved for Indians.” 

The legislation, which 
was last amended in 2000, 
sets out rules on every¬ 
thing from how reserves 
operate to the effect of 
marriage on status. 

Calling the Indian Act 
“an act of neo-colonial¬ 
ism,” Jody Wilson-Ray- 
bould, regional chief of 
B.C., said Canada’s natives 
require “core governance 
reform.” the Canadian press 


Theories not enough: Defence

There are simply too many 
unknowns to be able to 
convict a man of four 
counts of first-degree mur¬ 
der in the deaths of his 
daughters and wife, a jury 
in Ontario heard Tuesday in 
a case prosecutors allege is 
a so-called honour killing. 

The Crown alleges Mo¬ 
hammad Shafia, 58, one of 
his two wives and their son 
killed Shafia’s three daugh¬ 
ters and other wife. The 
bodies were found June 30, 
2009, in a car at the bot¬ 
tom of a canal in Kingston, 



Ont., but the Crown did 
not present evidence 
specifically detailing how 


it believes the four died. 

The Crown has suggest¬ 
ed it believes the four were 
dead before the car 
plunged into the water, 
but in his closing address 
Tuesday Shafia’s lawyer 
told the jury they can’t rely 
on theories. 

Court has heard evi¬ 
dence it appears the four 
females made no attempt 
to escape the car through 
an open window, and the 
bodies were found eerily 
suspended inside.

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IMF cuts 
Canada’s growth 
forecast 

Canada’s recovery is being 
dragged down by a cascad¬ 
ing crisis in Europe and 
weakening conditions else¬ 
where, the International 
Monetary Fund suggests in 
its latest economic outlook. 

The Washington-based 
monitor of global financial 
affairs said Tuesday that 
Canada’s economy will 
likely now grow by only 1.7 
per cent, more than half a 
point below 201 l’s 2.3 per 
cent advance. The new 
forecast is three notches 
lower than the Bank of 
Canada’s estimate last 
week — and two-tenths of

a point lower than the 
IMF’s own previous call in 
September. The IMF doesn’t 
see the economy in Canada 
strengthening much in 
2013.

That’s still tops among 
G7 countries for the two 
years combined.

Women’s groups condemn tabloids 


O U.K. inquiry moves from hacking 
to the portrayal of women in media

Britain’s inquiry into media 
ethics shifted its focus away 
from phone hacking Tues¬ 
day to look into how 
women are portrayed in 
U.K. newspapers. 

Women’ s-rights cam¬ 
paigners told the inquiry 
that newspapers treat 
women as sex objects and 
mis-report cases of rape and 
domestic violence. 

Anna Van Heeswijlc of 
women’s-campaigns group 
Object said that sexualized 
images of topless or skimpi¬ 
ly clad women in British 
tabloid newspapers damage 
the way young women 
think of their appearances 
and lifestyles. 

She said anyone who 
complained about the 
newspapers’ use of these 
images in turn was vilified, 
and pointed to how The 
Sun newspaper called law¬ 
maker Clare Short “fat, jeal¬ 
ous” when she tried to stop 


the tabloid from printing a 
daily photograph of a top¬ 
less woman on page 3. 

“Clearly the effect has 
been to close down free 
speech in relation to groups 
and individuals making a 
critique against these news¬ 
papers,” Van Heeswijlc said. 

Marai Larasi of campaign 
group End Violence Against 
Women said newspaper 
stories about attacks on 
women often focused on 
their actions, implying that 
somehow they had pro¬ 
voked their attackers. She 
said newspaper reports 
about a woman murdered 
by her husband after she 
announced a separation on 
social networking site Face- 
book focused on her ac¬ 
tions and not her husband’s 
violence. 

“The fact that it became 
known as a Faceboolc mur¬ 
der is symbolic,” she said. 
“It was the murder of a real 


woman by her partner.” 

The media-ethics inquiry 
was set up after revelations 
that Rupert Murdoch’s 
News of the World newspa¬ 
per had illegally listened to 


cellphone voice mails of 
celebrities, politicians and 
crime victims. New forms 
of press regulations are to 
be considered.

O Yellowstone National Park isn’t just a summer 
destination O See it from a pair of cross-country skis 

The wildlife re-emerges 
with the people gone, and 
wolves, foxes, swans, geese, 
eagles, bison and elk are 
more frequently seen at 
this time of year. 

It’s also a prime time for 
cross-countiy skiing. Yel¬ 
lowstone in winter has 
plenty of trails for novices 
and experts alike. No mat¬ 
ter the skill level, a ski trip 
in Yellowstone leaves you 
with a sense of the park’s 
beauty that is completely 
different from the busy 
summer months. 

For $40, you can get a 
two-hour lesson and get 
outfitted with skis, boots 
and poles for 24 hours. 

At the Old Faithful Snow 
Lodge and the Mammoth 
Hot Springs Hotel near the 


Yellowstone National Park’s 
wilderness is reclaimed 
when the throngs of sum¬ 
mer tourists leave and the 
temperature drops below 
zero. Most of the park's 
roads and services shut 
down, and the landscape is 
transformed into a world of 


ice and snow. 

Relatively few people 
venture into the park at 
this time, just 17,262 
overnight visitors last win¬ 
ter compared to the nearly 
1.2 million overnight stays 
between June and Septem¬ 
ber 2010.

These are 
the only accommodations 
inside the park during the 
winter season from mid-De¬ 
cember until the first week¬ 
end of March. 

There’s usually plenty of 
space throughout the sea¬ 
son, with Old Faithful nor¬ 
mally running at about 70 
per cent of capacity and 
Mammoth about 60 per 
cent full. The exception is 
Christmas, when the lodges 
are usually full. 

Once you get to Old 


Faithful in winter, you’re 
pretty much stuck there 
unless you pony up another 
$62 to take the three-hour 
snowcoach back to West 
Yellowstone. The rooms at 
Old Faithful are $206 a 
night, there’s no television 
and reservations are a must 
at the one restaurant. 

But the adventure begins 
just outside the door with 
the iconic geyser as the 
main attraction. Most win¬ 
tertime visitors choose to 
tour the park by snowcoach 
or snowmobile. But there’s 


really no better way to be¬ 
come immersed in the park 
than with a pair of skis. 
There are the easy outings, 
such as the trails around 
the Upper Geyser Basin just 
outside of the lodge. Then 
there are the tougher ones, 
including arduous trails to 
the Continental Divide. For 
those who don’t want to 
waste any more time than 
necessary, and have an ex¬ 
tra $16.50, a shuttle is avail¬ 
able to take skiers to more 
distant trailheads.

When he’s not operating 
on patients, hosting a talk 
show or authoring books, 
Dr. Mehmet Oz devotes 
his time to his charity, 
HealthCorps, a Peace 
Corps-lilce program that 
sends college grads into 
high schools to mentor 
students on health and 
well-being. 

Why is peer-to-peer 
mentoring the right 
approach to take to teach 
kids about their health? 


Well, part of it is because 
I have kids. I was asked by 
their school to give a talk 
to them once about 10 
years ago, and they 
seemed sort of bored but I 
gave the talk anyway. The 
next day, as I got to the 
hospital, I had probably a 
dozen phone calls from 
corporate executives, 
lawyers [and] other doc¬ 
tors saying their kids had 
come home that night 
and had told them things 
like “If you have a piece of 
bread, it’s like having a 
candy bar.” 

And it began a process 
in my mind: If we can get 
these kids to talk with 
each other in a way that

makes it cool to push 
back against your parents, 
they’ll do it. 

I’m not the one to de¬ 
liver that message, but I 
can get college kids to do 
it. 

What are your goals for the 
program, and what are you 
doing to reach them? 

I want to have Health- 
Corps schools in every 
major city in America, 
and I want to have them 
in every state. We may 
not be in every school, 


and I think one of the 
things we’re learning is 
that we can develop [the] 
best practices from the 
many schools we’re in 
that other schools can 
adopt and begin to use in 
their own programs. 
We’re gonna call it 
HealthCorps University. 
So either you’ll have one 
of my volunteers in your 
school who will teach 
your kids about health, 
and (for) anybody else, 
health teachers can take 
the syllabus and use it on 
their own.

Free agent first baseman 
Prince Fielder and the De¬ 
troit Tigers agreed Tuesday 
on a nine-year, $214 mil¬ 
lion US contract that fills 
the AL Central champions’ 
need for a power hitter, a 
person familiar with the 
deal said. 

CBS first reported the 
agreement. 

The person told The As¬ 
sociated Press that the deal 
was subject to a physical. 
The person spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
the contract was not yet 
complete. 

Detroit boldly stepped 
up in the Fielder sweep¬ 


stakes after the recent knee 
injury to star Victor Mar¬ 
tinez. A week ago, the 
Tigers announced that the 
productive designated hit¬ 


ter could miss the entire 
season after tearing his left 
ACL during off-season con¬ 
ditioning. 

The Tigers won their di¬ 


vision by 15 games before 
losing in the AL champi¬ 
onship series to Texas. 

Adding the 27-year-old 
Fielder gives the Tigers two 


of the game’s premier slug¬ 
gers, pairing him with 
Miguel Cabrera. 

With Cabrera and Field¬ 
er, Detroit will begin this 
season with two players un¬ 
der age 30 with at least 200 
career homers. According 
to STATS LLC, that’s hap¬ 
pened only once before. At 
the start of the 1961 sea¬ 
son, the Milwaukee Braves 
featured 29-year-old Eddie 
Matthews (338 homers) 
and 27-year-old Hank 
Aaron (219). 

Fielder has averaged 40 
homers and 113 RBIs over 
the past five years.

B uilding and selling cars in 

today’s economic climate is one 
thing. Forcing new technology 
into the marketplace is quite an¬ 
other considering the risk-reward sce¬ 
nario. Billions of dollars spent on 
untested, unproven and ever-changing 
markets. 

Despite the focus on electric cars 
and other forms of alternative fuel and 
all the money spent developing it, the 
simple fact is that if buyers have 
cheaper and more convenient options 
— especially when cash and credit are 
already tight — they will take that al¬ 
ternative just about every time. 

The budding electric-vehicle market 
sounds tempting and even exciting, 
but the vehicles are pricey, don’t go 
very far on a charge, it can take sever¬ 
al hours for a top-up and there’s the 
bigger question about where to top up 
when you are away from home. For 
the short term, electric cars will be 
small and limited to short highway 
jaunts and in-city driving. 

More relevant to the masses for the 
2012 model year are the obvious fuel- 
economy strides made on the cars we 
are more likely to buy: Internal 
combustion and gas-electric hybrids 
that blend gasoline engines with 
helper electric motors to seriously cut 
consumption. 

When it comes to internal combus¬ 
tion, automakers have handled the fu¬ 
el-economy challenge in four key 
ways: Cutting the flab; going with 
smaller engines (and bolting on power 
adders where necessary, such as super¬ 
chargers and turbochargers); adding 
transmission gears to increase an 
engine’s mechanical advantage and re¬ 
duce the revs on the highway; and new 
engine technology such as direct fuel 
injection and start-stop, which shuts 
off the car when it’s not moving. 

Each provides incremental 




gains in fuel economy, but when all 
are implemented, the gains are worth 
more than the sum of their parts. 

And this has become normal in the 
car business, to the point that the mon¬ 
ey spent developing fuel-saving tech is 
not generally affecting the price of 
new vehicles, aside from the modest 
year-over-year increases. 

We say generally because the price 
of entry-level cars is on the rise, ironi¬ 
cally due to buyer economics as they 
downshift into smaller, cheaper and 
more fuel-efficient cars. 

But they are also dramatically better 
cars than they were a few years ago, 
some with spectacular design touches 
and sexy sells. 

The challenge is in the luxury 
leagues, where cutting cylinders and 
power in the interest of fuel 
economy makes the big 
price tags tough for buy¬ 
ers to swallow, since 
the industry has 


conditioned us 
to believe 
that more 
cylinders 
will cost] 
you 
more, 
and in the 
luxury 

leagues it can 
be tens of thousands 
of dollars more. 

So, is high-powered fun a thing 
of the past? Oddly, there’s quite a 
bit more fun in a couple of 
categories as horsepower levels — 
which are often tied to efficiency 
improvements — dramatically

climb. The 2012 Camaro ZL1, for ex¬ 
ample is pegged at 580 horsepower, 
granted those “fun” examples seem 
fewer and farther between, even as 
the average V6 now makes 300 
horsepower. 

In that context, fun is all 
around us. 

So, for 2012, it’s a mixed 
bag of fancy new wagons, the 
culling of poor-selling and in¬ 
efficient models, the arrival 
of sleek small cars from most 
of the major automakers, and 
raucous power in small doses. 
And this makes 2012 one of 
the most interesting new-car 
seasons of the last decade.

LEXUS CT 200H RESPONDS TO DEMANDS OF LUXURY DRIVER 



T he Lexus CT 200h is the world’s 
first luxury hybrid sportback, fea¬ 
turing agile handling and perform¬ 
ance, a starting price of $30,950 
(which is the same as the 2011), luxuri¬ 
ous design, driver-focused interior, and 
excellent fuel efficiency. 

Based almost entirely on parent Toy¬ 
ota’s four-door Prius, the HS 250h has 
gone through a thorough reworking of 
the chassis, suspension and technology 
systems to make them worthy of the 
brand. The styling is about as far from 
the Prius as you can get. 

The headlights, grille and front 
bumpers follow the same cues as the 
HS, while the rear looks like a shrunken 
RX. The wide-mouthed front, low-ride 
height and 17-inch wheels are supposed 
to promise a more sporting drive, but the 
standard powertrain is not about that. 

While the HS gets a 2.4-litre internal- 
combustion engine, the CT comes with 
the Prius’s 1.8-litre four-cylinder, boost¬ 
ed with a 27-kilowatt electric motor, 
which combines to deliver 134 
horsepower. The CT is a front driver with 
a continually variable transmission. The 
zero-to-100-km/h time of 10 seconds is 
rather leisurely, but fuel efficiency is a 
strong suit, helped by the CT’s ability to 
drive on electric power alone at 50 km/h 
for up to 1.5 kilometres. 

Those drivers looking for more feed¬ 
back would be wise to choose the new- 
for-2012 F Sport package that includes a 
tighter suspension, unique 17-inch 
wheels, blacked-out grille, along with 
leather sport seats, aluminum pedals and 
metallic trim. The extra $5,400 might 
seem steep, but the $8,400 Technology 


Package adds premium sound system, 
satnav, leather and a power moonroof. 

“The CT 200h responds to the 
demands of a new luxury customer — 
one who is urban aware and desires 
road-hugging performance and class¬ 
leading fuel efficiency, plus all the 
rewards of a luxury vehicle that suits 
their modern lifestyle,” said Larry 
Hutchinson, director of Lexus in Cana¬ 
da. “This year, we’ve taken the world’s 
first luxury hybrid sportback to the next 
level. The available F-Sport package en¬ 
hances the performance of the CT 200h 
while adding distinctive styling cues 
that speak to this advanced hybrid’s fun 
to drive character.” 

Big off-roaders such as the GX 460 
features a 301-horsepower, 4.6-litre V8 


that replaced the 263-horsepower, 4.7- 
litre V8. Fuel economy is 14.1/9.8 
(city/highway) 1/100 km, a slight 
improvement that has as much to do 
with the six-speed automatic 
transmission that replaced the five- 
speed automatic. 

This heavy-duty off-roader is based 
on parent Toyota’s 4Runner’s ladder- 
frame chassis, but, being a Lexus, it 
takes the off-road experience to a more 
luxurious level. As for the items that 
pamper, the GX features dual-zone cli¬ 
mate control, power sunroof, integrated 
running boards, multi-adjustable power 
front seats, a nine-speaker premium 
sound system, a backup camera and 
plenty of wood trim.

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M any people think that Mercedes- 
Benz makes a few luxury cars. 
The truth is it makes 12 differ¬ 
ent ones (not including the huge 
number of sub models and their various 
powertrains), which is nearly as many 
car models as both Ford and Chevrolet 
build, combined. 

So, when the company decides to ful¬ 
ly redesign four of them, it’s big news, 
beginning with the smallest model. In 
the face of the slick Audi A5 and the 
BMW 3-series coupe, and even the In- 
finiti G37, Mercedes-Benz launches a 
sultry new two-door coupe with four-, 
six- and eight-cylinder power. This is a 
far cry from the small C-Class coupe of 
old: The new car is larger (and runs on 
the same platform as the sedan), more 
stylish and much more elegant. 

The base engine is a new 
turbocharged 201-horsepower, 1.8-litre 
four-cylinder. The sedan also adds this 
engine to the inventory as does the new 
SLK roadster, no doubt to help prop up 
the the company’s fleet-economy num¬ 
bers. The coupe can also be had with 
302-horsepower, 3.5-litre V6 (up from 
268) as well as the 451-horsepower, 
6.3-litre V8. All engines use seven- 
speed automatic transmissions. 

Where the sedan deviates is with its 
exclusive 3.0-litre V6 option, with 228 
horsepower and all-wheel-drive. It’s the 
only all-wheel drive model in the entire 
C-Class range. 

In terms of price, the CLS slots 


between the mid-line E-class and top- 
of-the-line S-class. On the truck side of 
the balance sheet, the new M-Class re¬ 
mains as rugged an upscale off-road 
rover as ever, but now adds more style, 
performance and technology to the mix. 

The recrafted sheet metal represents 
a quantum leap forward, especially the 
classier hood, fenders and grille, plus 
the cleanly sculpted door and fender 
body panels that contain some much 
needed definition. 

On the inside, fully loaded models 
display wood trim, the stitched leather 
seat covers are inviting and the satin-

nickel garnish subtly restrained. 

Initially, there will be just two M- 
Class editions. The ML350 BlueTEC 
4MATIC comes with a new 3.0-litre V6 
turbo-diesel that’s good for a fuel-econ¬ 
omy gain of about three per cent. It gen¬ 
erates 240 horsepower and 455 
pound-feet of torque, compared to the 
outgoing 3.0’s 210 horses and 400 
pound-feet. Also available is a 3.5-litre 
V6 in the ML350 4MATIC that’s rated 
at 302 horsepower, a 34-horsepower 
uptick from the previous 268 rating. 

The redesigned SLK gets the same 
V6, but there is also a base 
turbocharged four-cylinder for 2012, 
rated at 201 horsepower. It looks much 
different, but it’s similar in size to the 
2011 model, while the distance between 
the front and rear wheels is identical.

ven if it was intended as a stop¬ 
gap measure, the refreshed 
Chrysler car line basically looks 
brand new. The 200 is a heavily 
worked over version of the Sebring, 
while the 300 was smoothed into an el¬ 
egant looking downtown car more in 
tune with the image of what a Chrysler 
should be. 

Now, whether that image includes a 
470-horsepower, 6.4-litre “Hemi” V8 is 
entirely subjective, but the rear-wheel 
drive SRT8 is back for 2012. Loud and 
proud, it rides on 20-inch wheels, tops 
out at 280 km/h and burns to 60 mph 
(96 km/h) in less than five seconds. 

Compared to the previous SRT8’s 
6.1-litre V8, there’s an extra 80 pound- 
feet of torque at 2,900 revs per minute, 
which makes for spirited part-throttle 
around-town driving. A 21 per cent fuel 
economy increase on the highway is 
achieved by use of a new-for-2012 ac¬ 
tive-valve exhaust system that allows 
the standard Fuel Saver Technology 
(four-cylinder mode) to engage over a 
wider rpm range. 

As a treat to the ears, the new 
exhaust system opens up under higher 
loads. The SRT8 shifts through a five- 
speed automatic transmission, but the

whole package would be better if the 
new eight-speed automatic 
transmission for the V6 cars could be 
fitted to the V8. The eight-speed helps 
the standard 292-horsepower, 3.6-litre 
V6 achieve 7.6 1/100 km on the 
highway versus 8.7 with the five-speed 
auto. 

The “Pentastar,” as it’s called, is 
Chrysler’s new standard and is used in 
everything from the Jeep Wrangler to 
the Dodge Grand Caravan to the 
Chrysler 200. With Ford developing its 
new 300-plus horsepower 3.7-litre V6 


and General Motors working its 3.6 
past 320 horsepower in some cases, 
Chrysler’s 3.6 arrived not a moment too 
soon. Without it, the company might 
have been dead in the water and 
deemed non-competitive. 

The same engine can be found in the 
lighter 200 convertible where it’s mat¬ 
ed to a six-speed automatic 
transmission. Actually, it’s only about 
45 kilograms lighter than the 300. The 
200’s smoother front and rear styling 
and LED lamps are shared with the 
sedan, but the two-door body style is 
unique to the convertible. 

As before, customers have the option 
of either a standard soft top or an 
optional folding metal hard top or in 
the two top trims. The latter is probably 
the choice for Northern climes since 
it’s better equipped to handle inclement 
weather. 

Inside, it shares the changes made to 
the sedan’s cabin, including a 
redesigned instrument panel and 
supportive seats. There is also plenty of 
what Chrysler calls “soft-touch” 
features, such as the armrests. The base 
engine is a 173-horsepower, 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder.

The mid-range SX adds a power sun¬ 
roof, Rockford-Fosgate premium audio 
system plus leather-covered seats (heat¬ 
ed in front), backup warning and 18- 
inch wheels (17-inch rims are 
standard), while the Kizashi Sport fea¬ 
tures a sport-tuned suspension, unique 
alloy rims and a rear spoiler.

BMW HOT RELEASES 

A s is the case with Audi and 

Mercedes-Benz, BMW’s focus has 
turned from larger wagons and 
sport utility vehicles to updating 
the car line for 2012, and we’re not just 
talking about two hot releases. 

Both the BMW Z4 roadster and the 
mid-sized 5-series sedan have new base 
four-cylinder engines, each fitted with a 
turbocharger to add passing power to 
what would be an otherwise too-small- 
for-the-application engine. It’s the way 
of the future. Look for it in the next 3 Se¬ 
ries car line (a new larger sedan arrives 
this winter) and in the new-for-2012 XI 
compact wagon that’s here now. 

Visually, you could easily confuse the 
new XI xDrive28i with BMW’s existing 
X3, so similar is the physical 
resemblance. However, the XI is shorter 
and narrower by about 20 centimetres 
and 7.5 centimetres, respectively, and 
five centimetres shorter between the 
front and rear wheels. 

The XI doesn’t come up short in inte¬ 
rior accommodations, though. The front 
seats feel wonderfully supportive, as 
they do with most BMWs, while rear- 
seat leg and knee room might only be a 
problem for tall types. 

The 2.0-litre, turbocharged four-cylin¬ 
der — as in the Z4 and 5 Series — puts 
out a very respectable 241 horsepower 
and 258 pound-feet of torque. All Xl’s 
come with permanent all-wheel drive 
that splits the torque equally between the

front and rear wheels in normal driving, 
but can shift 100 per cent of the torque to 
whichever axle has the most grip. 

To hold the starting price in the low- 
$40,000 territory, the base XI is on the 
stark side, devoid of leather seats, fancy 
interior/exterior trim and a number me¬ 
chanical/safety features. 

On the option list is a panoramic glass 
roof, larger-diameter rims, heated leather 
seats, up-level audio/navigation system 
and a sport steering wheel with paddle 
shifters for the automatic transmission. 
Also offered is an aero body kit that is 
part of the M sports package. 

Speaking of M — which means Mo- 
torsports — the buzz around the 1 Series 
car line involves the sporty 1M with per¬ 
formance that rivals the larger V8-pow- 
ered M3. 

The lM’s calling card is the giant 


wheel/tire package covered by stretched 
fender lips on all four corners. For this 
model, the turbocharged six-cylinder 
makes 335 horsepower and the transmis¬ 
sion is a six-speed manual. All this fun 
will set you back about $55,600, so you 
have to wonder just how much fun you 
would have for $40,000 more. 

For $97,500, the new 6 Series Coupe 
and Convertible are gorgeous and the 
beauty extends inside with a finely 
tailored interior and control panel that 
can be had with a higher resolution head- 
up display that projects vital vehicle in¬ 
formation onto the windshield. There’s a 
huge list of safety equipment and 
electronics to keep you out of harm’s 
way, but a car like this needs a great 
stereo: The optional 16-speaker, 1,200- 
watt Bang & Olufsen system.

A fter spending considerable 

resources building Minis with ac¬ 
tual passenger room and better all- 
weather performance — Minis 
that aren’t so mini — Mini goes and 
builds the miniest Mini of all. 

In the marque’s storied 50-year-plus 
history it has never built a two-seat 
model, much less a car that shuns the 
squared-off look in favour of a rounded 
roofline. Still, the new Coupe appears 
every inch a Mini, especially the lower 
body area that looks as if it was lifted 
from the classic Mini production line. 
The only key dimension that has shrunk 
is the height, due to the Coupe’s less up¬ 
right windshield. 

The signature design piece and easily 


the most controversial is its “helmet” 
look roof that, for added emphasis, is 
painted in a contrasting colour. In place 
of the squared-off liftgate for regular 
Minis, the Coupe features a large hatch¬ 
back that opens very wide and very high 
to accommodate a reasonable amount of 
cargo. This space can be further extend¬ 
ed by a pass-through to the cabin. 

Built into the edge of the cargo door 
is an active spoiler (with manual 
override controls) that automatically ex¬ 
tends whenever the Coupe exceeds 80 
km/h and applies up to 40 kilograms of 
downforce. Running counter to the 
Coupe’s performance persona is the fact 
that it weighs some 25 kilograms more 
than its four-passenger counterpart.

As it turns out, though, the Coupe is 
actually based on the Cabriolet’s 
(convertible’s) reinforced platform, mi¬ 
nus some extra bracing behind the seats. 

The Coupe is certainly the sportiest 
of Minis and the suspension settings 
have been adjusted to reflect this charac¬ 
teristic. There is also an available sports 
suspension package with extra-stiff 
shocks and thicker anti-sway bars for 
those enjoy shaking their fillings loose. 

The powertrain lineup is no different 


than every other Mini’s. Base models 
are fitted with a 121-horsepower, 1.6- 
litre four-cylinder, while the S features a 
181 -horse turbocharged version of the 
1.6. At the top is the JCW (John Cooper 
Works) edition that pumps out 208 
horsepower from its turbo motor. The 
JCW also adds a body kit, Brembo- 
brand brakes, distinctive alloy wheels 
and a fancier interior. Transmission 
choices for all models consist of a six- 
speed manual, or optional six-speed au¬ 
tomatic. 

Coupe pricing starts at $27,550, 
which is nearly four grand more than a 
base hardtop Cooper Classic.

P orsche’s popularity has never been 
greater and its future more certain, 
due in large measure to a complete 
understanding of its customers and 
exactly what it takes to keep them com¬ 
ing back for more. 

Take the all-new 911, for example. Its 
new sheet metal, although familiar look¬ 
ing, gives the coupe a more 
contemporary appearance, with dramati¬ 
cally flared fenders, wider stance and al¬ 
most zero gaps between the wheels and 
the fender openings. 

To keep the weight in check, the 911 
makes extensive use of aluminum to 
form the door panels, trunk lid and roof. 
The dashboard is modem and highly de¬ 
tailed and includes, for the first time, an 


electronically controlled emergency 
brake instead of a conventional ratchet¬ 
ing lever. 

The base Carrera has been fitted with 
a 350-horsepower, 3.4-litre horizontally 
opposed six-cylinder engine (H6).

JAGUAR STANDS APART 


S ince it was acquired by India’s 
Tata Group, the Jaguar brand has 
carved out a decidedly British 
presence, along with plenty of 
fresh styling ideas. 

The XJ was made over for the 2011 
model year and now somewhat resem¬ 
bles the smaller XF. Both share a simi¬ 
lar mesh-style grille, although the XJ’s 
snout and hood extend well forward of 
the front wheels and the windshield ap¬ 
pears more steeply raked. 

The exciting bodywork, including a 
built-in panoramic glass roof, 
represents high fashion of the first 
order and sets the Jag defiantly apart 


from its European and Asian rivals. Up 
to five passengers are treated to a con¬ 
fluence of sumptuous leather seat cush¬ 
ions, genuine wood trim and crisp 
metallic brightwork. 

The body structure uses 50 per cent 
recycled aluminum that contributes to 
the car’s relatively light 1,840- 
kilogram base curb weight. Both regu¬ 
lar- and extended-wheelbase versions 
of the XJ can also be ordered with a 
choice of three V8 engines that 
originate with the smaller XF. 

The starting point is a 385- 
horsepower, 5.0-litre unit, while 
optional is a supercharged 5.0 that 


slingshots output to 470 horsepower. At 
the top is a 510-horsepower version of 
the 5.0 that belongs to the XJ 
Supersport. A six-speed automatic 
transmission is standard across the line. 

As for the smaller (and older) XF, 
Jaguar has done a little reverse 
engineering to make it look more like 
the bigger XJ. More sculpted 
headlamps now incorporate light-emit- 
ting-diode (LED) running lights, while 
the lower valance features three 
separate air intakes with chrome trim 
over the foglights. The rear lights are 
LEDs, too, and the rear bumper and 
valance have been subtly reshaped.

LAND ROVER GETS 
SERIOUS AGAIN 


L and Rover has always been about 
living the good life in a big way 
with vehicles that can take you 
anywhere. While the LR2 was an 
attempt to cash in on the Land Rover 
name with a smaller, less expensive 
model for the masses, the name of the 
game these days is style, less size and 
good fuel economy. 

In the face of crushing competition 
treading all over its turf, it’s time for 
Land Rover to get serious. The 
automaker’s sporty new Evoque, avail¬ 
able in two-door coupe and four-door 
wagon body styles, appears more like a 
sport wagon derivative of a compact 
passenger car. 

The Evoque is slightly shorter than a 
Hyundai Tucson, Ford Escape, or Jeep 
Patriot and about 45 centimetres short¬ 
er than a Range Rover Sport. With its 
short front and rear overhang and 
ample ground clearance, becoming 
hung up over uneven terrain or stuck in 
some muddy bog in an Evoque would 
seem remote.

The Volvo-sourced 3.2-litre inline 
six-cylinder engine still pushes a com¬ 
petitive 230 horsepower through a six- 
speed automatic transmission. On the 
other hand, the bigger and beefier LR4 
runs with a 375-horsepower, 5.0-litre 
V8 and six-speed automatic 
transmission. 

Numerous upgrades to the 
suspension, braking and steering were 
done for the 2011 redesign, and the Ter¬ 
rain Response system, which optimizes 
the traction and stability-control 
programs plus the anti-lock brakes ac¬ 
cording to road or trail conditions, is 
still the best in the business.

The Skyactiv’s performance is achieved from a higher- 
than-usual 12.0:1 compression ratio. Normally this 
would necessitate a premium-gasoline diet, but changes 
to the fuel management and engine design allow it to 
burn lower-octane — and less expensive — regular fuel. 

The Skyactiv’s six-speed automatic is the real fuel 
miser here with a consumption rating of 7.11/100 1cm 
city and 4.9 highway. 

That’s a major improvement over the 8.7/6.0 rating 
of the five-speed-automatic/base-2.0 combo. 


A few hundred kilometres of 
seat time confirms that the na¬ 
ture of the Mazda3 has changed 
for the better. 

Although hardly a rocket ship 
(check out the 263-horsepower 
Mazdaspeed3 if that’s your 
pleasure), the new model drives 
in a much sportier manner and 
certainly feels peppier. 


Compared to the standard Mazda3, there’s a 
revised — as in more aerodynamic — nose and 
tail. There’s also a new Skyactiv 2.0-litre four-cylin¬ 
der engine that’s brimming with high-tech tricks. 

It produces 155 horsepower and 148 pound-feet 
of torque. The base non-Slcyactiv 2.0-litre engine 
makes 148 horsepower and 135 pound-feet of 
torque and is only available in base of the sedan. 
The optional 167-horsepower 2.5-litre four- 
cylinder also carries over in both sedan and hatch. 


Forget hybrids: Mazda’s not giving up on gas

It’s common for automak¬ 
ers to give labels to their 
more fuel-efficient offer¬ 
ings, whether that effi¬ 
ciency is real or perceived. 
It’s marketing and sales at 
its finest. 

There’s Ford’s EcoBoost 


line of engines as well as 
Chevrolet’s Ecotec and 
eAssist. And of course 
there’s Toyota’s Hybrid 
Synergy Drive electric/gas 
system. 

Mazda, however, has 
taken the name game one 
step further by branding a 
whole car with its new 
“Skyactiv” magic wand. 


The rationale behind 
this approach is straight¬ 
forward. Mazda thinks tra¬ 
ditional gasoline and 
diesel engines will remain 
the most popular form of 
automotive propulsion for 
the next few years. It 
therefore makes sense to 
continue refining those 
powerplants to be more ef¬ 


ficient rather than spend¬ 
ing millions of dollars on 
alternative-fuel vehicles, 
which make up a tiny slice 
of the pie. 

Fair enough, but the re¬ 
ality is that other manu¬ 
facturers are also refining 
internal combustion while 
still finding the resources 
to explore hybrids and 


electrics. Just look at the 
Chevrolet Volt. But what 
you won’t read elsewhere 
is that Skyactiv is really a 
wholesale approach to a 
better driving experience 
with a reengineered chas¬ 
sis, transmissions and 
steering. 

Fuel economy is just 
one aspect.

T he Honda executive 
presenting the new 
Acura NSX supercar 
never stood a 
chance. 

During the media days 
that preceded the 2012 
North American Interna¬ 
tional Auto Show, which 
wrapped up Jan. 21, he 
“kindly” invited the De¬ 
troit audience of journal¬ 
ists onto the stage for a 
look. Well, ask and ye shall 
receive: a flash mob of as¬ 
sorted scribes and photog¬ 
raphers stampeded their 
way to their quarry with 
cameras blazing. 

“I really thought the 
presenter was going to be 
trampled,” said a nearby 
Honda public-relations 
type. This type of excite¬ 
ment is a rare sight at any 
auto show, and within 
three years the NSX con¬ 
cept will transform into a 
production hybrid halo car 
for Honda’s premium divi¬ 
sion. 

Before the unveiling, at 
the opposite end of De¬ 
troit’s Cobo Hall, Mark 
Templin, general manager 
of Toyota’s upscale Lexus 
division, had warmed up 
the press with the flashy 
LF-LC hybrid sports-car 
concept, which is ru¬ 
moured to be production- 
bound. 

Sandwiched between 
these exotic automotive 
bookmarks were two more 
sports cars that share the 
same basic architecture 
and powerplants. Both the 
rear-wheel-drive Subaru

and everything in between. 

Filling that “in-be¬ 
tween” area is the tradi¬

which represents the 
sweet spot for car compa¬ 
nies where volume sales 
drive revenues and the 
competition. 

In this arena, Ford’s 
2013 Fusion sedan is very 
big news indeed. It’s clear¬ 
ly influenced by the Aston 
Martin Rapide, Audi A7 
and other high-end four- 
door “coupe” designs, but 
still it manages to look sin¬ 
gularly spectacular. 

The Fusion will be of¬ 
fered in front- and all¬ 
wheel-drive and with a 
choice of manual and auto¬ 
matic transmissions. There 
will be two turbocharged 
four-cylinder gasoline en¬ 
gines and one non-turbo 
four-cylinder engine, in ad¬ 
dition to gas-electric hy¬ 
brid and plug-in hybrid 
models. No other brand 
comes close to matching 
the Fusion for powertrain 
variety.

four-cylinder and a 318- 
horsepower V-6. The ATS is 
touted as being a competi¬ 
tor to the BMW Series 
sedan, which is certainly a 
tall order. 

If the Detroit show is 
any indication, however, 
this year there will be veiy 
few new trucks or tall wag¬ 
ons running the circuit, 
which is really no surprise 
based on recent trends that 
have both buyers and au¬ 
tomakers thinking about 
size, fuel economy and 
bang for the buck. 

Still, it’s rare to see the 
kind of stage-trampling ex¬ 
citement that the NSX con¬ 
cept garnered, which, 
coupled with a healthy 
year for the auto industry 
and slight economic im¬ 
provement, could mean 
that more people are 
thinking about driving the 
dream.

H 


ybrid sales 
are steadily 
increasing. 
But it’s been 
a tough 
slog, like 
the road under them has 
been curiously strewn 
with chicken fat, or some 
other equally slippery sub¬ 
stance. 

Hybrids still seem only 
to attract those “early 
adopters” of technology. 
Mainstream buyers still 
stay away in droves. 

Will mainstream buyers 
ever make the shift? 

I put that question to 
Jim Lentz, president of Toy¬ 
ota’s U.S. sales division, just 
after he had the honours of 
unveiling the automaker’s 
newest hybrid — Prius-c — 
at the recent auto show in 
Detroit. 

Lentz felt some main¬ 
stream buyers have already 
made the shift, by virtue of 
their acceptance of the hy¬ 
brid versions of Camiy and 
Highlander. He admitted, 
however, that mainstream 
hybrid buyers have yet to 
show up “in abundance.” 

“But I think by the mid¬ 
dle of this decade, it will be¬ 
come a mainstream 
technology,” said Lentz.

Earlier, he had outlined 
how the company plans to 
grow its hybrid business: 
by getting more hybrids in¬ 
to the hands of early 
adopters of every stripe, 
and letting this increasing¬ 
ly larger group prove the 
righteousness of the tech¬ 
nology (not his words ex¬ 
actly). 

Then, these early 
adopters become advocates 
of the hybrid cause and 
help it reach broader ap¬ 
peal. 

Well that’s one way of 
looking at it. The other is 
that mainstream buyers 
have had lots of chances to 
take long, hard looks at hy¬ 
brid technology and said 
“no thanks.” 

Lentz acknowledges that 
mainstream buyers are par¬ 


tially focused on fuel 
prices. If they go up, they 
should turn to hybrids. If 
they don’t, they might not. 

For that reason, he 
wouldn’t hazard a guess as 
to what percentage of Toy¬ 
ota sales might be hybrids 
and/or other alternative 
technology in the next few 
years. 

“The price of fuel is such 
an extreme driver of that,” 
noted Lentz. 

“Once hybrids are ac¬ 
cepted throughout the 
mainstream, beyond the 
fluctuation of price, it will 
be easier to gauge that per¬ 
centage.” 

But the hybrid plot cer¬ 
tainly thickened with the 
introduction of this new 
Prius-c (the “c” is for city). 

The newest member of 


the Prius family looks like a 
great, little hatch, even be¬ 
fore you consider its billing 
as the most fuel-efficient 
vehicle you can buy with¬ 
out a plug. Toyota Canada 
says its combined city/high¬ 
way rating is 3.7 L/100 1cm 
(53 mpg). 

Also expect a starting 
MSRP below $21,000. Its de¬ 
sired audience is young, ur¬ 
ban buyers previously 
priced out of the hybrid 
market. Lentz called it a 
“gateway” vehicle for hy¬ 
brid technology. 

“It’s a key component to 
the overall Prius strategy, 
by adding substantial incre¬ 
mental sales, and more im¬ 
portantly getting advocates 
to the Prius family and to 
the broad acceptance of hy¬ 
brids.” 



Running a red 
light? I’m telling!

One of the most dangerous 
drivers is the “red-light run¬ 
ner” — one who, whether 
through inattention or im¬ 
patience, doesn’t stop at a 
red light. 

Researchers are now 
working to predict which 
drivers are going to do this 
and potentially program 
your car to warn you. 

Red-light runners can be 
identified because they 
don’t have the right “brak¬ 
ing profile,” says Jonathan 
How, R.C. Maclaurin profes¬ 
sor of aerospace at the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT). 

“They’re not slowing 
down, which could be a 
case of just having missed 
the light,” he says. 

“Or someone braking 
but not sufficiently, so the 
system would detect that 
they wouldn’t likely stop in 
time.” 

By using these parame¬ 
ters, the MIT researchers 
came up with an algorithm 


that predicts when an on¬ 
coming car is likely to run a 
red light. 

Testing with data collect¬ 
ed from an actual intersec¬ 
tion, they correctly 
identified red-light runners 
85 per cent of the time, pre¬ 
dicting within a couple of 
seconds whether a driver 
would run the light. 

That could give other 
drivers enough time to re¬ 
act, providing they were 
given the information. 

The ideal warning, How 
says, is through an existing 
technology called vehicle- 
to-vehicle (V2V) communi¬ 
cation, in which cars 
wirelessly “talk” to each 
other to exchange informa¬ 
tion. 

Using the information in 
the algorithm, a car that 
suspects its driver isn’t go¬ 
ing to stop would broadcast 
that to other cars approach¬ 
ing the intersection. Those 
cars would flash warnings 
to their drivers, who could 
then brake or take other 
evasive action. 

How says the system, 
built into new cars and 
retrofitted to existing ones, 
could potentially hit the 
market in five to 10 years.

Common issues 

Listen for popping, clunk¬ 
ing, grinding or snapping 
sounds from the front end 
while travelling over 
bumps at various speeds 
and angles. Any 
unwelcome sounds likely 
mean a suspension compo¬ 
nent is worn out or in 
need of replacement. 

A well-documented 
problem with premature 
lower control arm wear re¬ 
sulted in a service bulletin 
— so a GM dealer should 
be able to address the 
problem in quick order. 

Verdict 

The G8 looks like a solid, 
robust and reliable 
performer. Remaining fac¬ 
tory warranty should pro¬ 
vide used G8 shoppers 
plenty of confidence, too. 

Shoppers after a muscle 
sedan shouldn’t expect any 
serious issues on a well- 
maintained used G8.
